HIS SKULL FRACTURED.

Richard Fiynn Struck with a Bottle In
the Hands of Bartender John Mc-
Namara, of the Windsor.

Richard Flynn, of Qreen Ridge, had
his skull fractured last night In the
Windsor hotel st Penn avenue and Lin-
den street, The fracture was caused
hy & bottle In the hands of Bartender
John MeNamara, Flynn s st the Moses
Taylor hospltnl and ol midnight the
dovtors at that Institution were unable
to say with certainty what the result
of the fracture will be. They were of
the opinlon, however, that It will not
result fatally,

Flynn entered the Windsor about 8
o'cleck In an Intoxicated condition, and
had some trouble with the bartender
to whom he applied a vile name. There
are conflleting storleg as to just what
vecurred after that, but at all events
MeNamara hit Flynn two blows with
a bottle, One on the back of the head,
fracturing the skull, and the other in-
flicting o terrible cut across the fore-
head, an Inch above the eyes, The
latter wound bled profusely.

Dr. Burnett was summoned by Pro-
prietoy Hrock, of-the Windsor, to dress
the wounds, but Plynn was acting like
a maniae, and refused to recelve any
attention. He was removed to the po-
lee station, where he became subdued
from loss of blood and allowed his
wounds to be dressed by Police Burgeon
Fulton. When Dr, Fulton discovered
the fracture he had Flynn removed to
the Moses Taylor hospltal.

MeNamara left the hotel Immedintely
